New Delhi, the 2nd December, 1992 

S.O. 884(E).—Whereas the Central Government Is of the opinion that heavier weight that the maximum safe laden weight 
and the maximum safe axle weight of each axle of the vehicle as specified in this Ministry’* notification No. S.O, 416(E), dated 8/6/89 
issued under sub-section (i) of Section JO of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988) may be permitted for the vehicle of the typo 
specified in column (1) of the table given below in the locality specified in column (2) of the said table. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the provision to sub-section ( 3 ) of Section 58 of the said Act, the Central 
Govt, hereby direct that the provisions of the said sub-section (3) shall apply to the said type of vehicle subject to the modifications/ 
conditions specified hereunder below the said table.

3. Since the Load projection in rear of this vehicle 
exceeds the admissible limit special care shall be 
taken in curves [built up areas, while moving the 
vehicles to avoid any hindrance to trafic and neces¬ 
sary precautionary' measures shall be taken before 
plying the Vehicle on the route. 

4. Hie National Highways Department and High¬ 
ways & Rural Works Department is not responsible 
far any damage that may be sustained either by the 
above vehicles or by their contents during transit 
(Consequent to the motion of the vehicle. 


5. M[s. The Natural Energy Processing Company, 
Madras-600 001 shall be responsible for all damages 
caused to the road and the road structures either 
directly or indirectly dire to the movement of the 
vehicle and they shall be liable for all damages as 
assessed by the National Highways and Highways 
and Rural Works Department The damaged struc¬ 
tures and road pavements shall be reconstructed by 
the owners of the veliiclejtransporters at their ex- 
penses to the original condition ns directed by 
National Highways Department. 
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18. Forming of diversion or propping of structure* 
may be decided for the actual site conditions also. 


6. The said vehicle shall be moved without .‘any 
hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

7. All the necessary warning signals such as red 
flags in the day time and red lights in the night time 
shall be provided to indicate the extremeties of the 
vehicles clearly. 

8. The permission granted now shall apply only 
to the portions of the roads plying within the juris¬ 
dictions of National Highways Department and 
permission for plying heir vehicles over road and 
road structures vested with the public works 
Department|Municipal | Corporation, Panchayat 
Union Town Panchayat and all local bodies and 
other departments in the route if any has to be 
obtained by the transporters from the concerned 
au horitics. 

9. This permission shall be valid only for a period 
of one year from the date of issue of this Govern¬ 
ment order. 


19. Forming of divrsions or propping increasing 
the cushion, widening the curves, improving geome¬ 
try of loads demolishing traffic Islands which are 
obstacles to the movement of the vehicle and resto¬ 
ration of demolished" components to the original 
condition as the case may be shall be done in Con¬ 
sultations with the concerned officials of the National 
Highways and Highways and Rural Department at 
the cost of the transporters. 

20. The vehicle shall be moved over the struc¬ 
tures in the presence of the respective Assistant 
Divisional Engineer’s (N.H.) after the advance inti¬ 
mations of the concerned Divisional Engineer 
,(National Highways). 

21. Separate permission shall be obtained by the 
transports s for plying their vehicles over Railway 
level crossings, over|under bridges Railway feeder 
roads from the Railway authorities. 


10. The grant of this exemption to the above 
vehicle does not prevent the local officers of Nation¬ 
al Highways Department from regulating or stopping 
the movement of these vehicles depending upon the 
exigencies of the situations and having regard to 
the condition of the road structures, as per section 
115 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 and Section 274 
of Tamil Nadu vehicle rules, 1989. 

11. For such special trips the speed limit shall 
not exceed 16 kms per hour on the roads where 
there is no bridge or culvert and 5 kim per hour 
over all the structure. 

12. Plying of the vehicle is prohibited on road 
structures such as those declared weak structures by 
the departmental officers. In such case diversions 
shall be formed by the petitioner and use them for 
vehicular traffic or necessary remedial measures 
shall be taken. 

13. The overall length, width height, front and 
rear overcharges, maximum axle load and the Gross 
Laden Weight shall not be increased. 

14. Diversions to be formed for the ‘unsafe’ struc¬ 
ture whose vent height is less than 1.50 mts. 

15. The Divisional Engineer (NH) concerned 
should be informed by the transporters about the 
date of Commissioning of the fleet of the vehicle in 
advance and his clearance got before moving the 
above vehicle. 

16. Permission is granted on subject to condition 
that the firm should pay additional fees tax also for 
the higher weight permitted as- prescribed by the 
competent authorities, 

17. Propping of., the structures shall be resorted to 
for the ‘unsafe’ structures vent height is more than 
L50 metres. 


22. While moving the heavy vehicle, it shall be 
ensured that no other vehicle is on the structure. 

23. The escort or driver of the vehicle should 
keep a copy of the permit with and shall produce 
the officers of the Highways Department on demand 
as per section 150 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1988. 
Section 139 of Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989 
and Government of India Notification No. SO. 439 
(V3)32 in exercise of section 118 of Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1988. 

24. The unsafe structures for the movement of 
the above heavy vehicle on the route specified in tins 
proposals can be indentified by comparing the E.S.A. 
(Equivalent Single Axle) load values given for 
various spans produced by thi s vehicle with the 
standard I.R.C Loadings, vide statement appended 
(Anncxure IV) herewith. The structures are decided 
unsafe for the fleet of this vehicle for various spans 
are more than Equivalent Single Axle loads of the 
I.R.C, standard loading's tabulated in Annexure IV. 
Hence, necessary precautionary and remedial mea¬ 
sures such as forming diversion roads, propping or 
increasing execution shall be carried out for the un¬ 
safe structures depending upon thg site conditions at 
the cost of the firm of the vehicles after getting 
clearance from Diversional Engineer National High¬ 
ways and Highways and Rural works concerned. 

25. Any change in the loading pattern during the 
movement of the vehicle shall be got examined by 
the Highways Department before moving the vehicle 
on retail, 

26 As the tyre pressures of this vehicle exceeds 
the allowable limit js per IRC-6-1966, the fleet 
Of .ffiit? vehicle may Ouse morfc wear and tear to the 
road surface-and even failure to the road Develop¬ 
ment, Hence, the heavy vehicle should b* moved 
over the structures Bt crawling-speed without pro¬ 
ducing anv impact and without applying brakes - or 
changing gear. 
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27. The vehicle with consignment are liable to be 

weighted wherever the appropriate authorities wanted 
to confirm the P.G.V.W. (Permission gross vehicle 
weight) or to check the contents and 194 loads of the 
consignment in accordance with section 113—115 of 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 and section 274, 369, 

370 and 373 of Tamil Nadu Motor Vehicle rules, 
1989. 

28. The transporter shall take necessary precau¬ 
tionary measures for lifting and shifting the overhead 
electric power P&T lines which may clash with the 
vehicle across the roads as well as along the roads 
at their expense and responsibility. 

29. The grant of this permission of this vehicle 
does not prevent the officers of National Highways 
Department from regulating or stopping the motion 
of this vehicle depending upon the exigencies of the 
situations and having regard to the condition of the 


road and Highway structures as per section 115 of 
New Motor Vehicles Act, 1988. 

30. Pilot vehicle and follower escort vehicle dis¬ 
playing the caution signals shall accompany with 
those heavy vehicle keeping a distance of 90m from 
this heavy vehicle in order to regulate the traffic and 
to monitor the motion of heavy vehicle. 

31. All the other conditions and restrictions sti¬ 
pulated for the movement of heavy vehicles in accor¬ 
dance with Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 Central Motor 
Vehicles Rules, 1989, Tamil Nadu Motor Vehicles 
Rules, 1989 and relevant notifications of Govern¬ 
ment of India may also be applicable to this 
vehicle.
